done, but that it has not been fo much as thought 
of. Therefore both we and the Republick ought 
to look upon thofe falfe Suppofitions as the loflu- 
ences of our Enemies, gteat Machinators at invent- 
ing, who by Artifices and Cabals without Number, 
not bein able to do it by Trath, are endeavourin 
to difpote ‘Peoples Minds to the Execetion of their 
perverfe Ends, and to alter the good Harmony 
which preferves itfelf octween his Majefty and the 
Republick ; of whofe onc the King makes 
all the Account, ‘and has for it all the EGeem pof- 
fible ; his Majefty extreamly defiring, that Time 
will prefent us with Opportunities for fhewing 
_ forth bis Royal Gratitude towards the Republick, 
and rather for increafing the Conveniencies and Ad- 
vantages of its trading Subjeéts. All which your 
Excellency will underitand more at large from ano- 
ther of my Letters of this fame Date.
